Technology reinvents 
old-time hobby for 
new generation

While Metra commuters file onto their usual 
trains at Ogilvie Transportation Center, Fred 
Van Dorpe frantically weaves from one plat- 
form to the next with a hand-held video cam- 
era strapped to his palm. 

In a matter of minutes, the 20-year-old 
Lakeview resident captures the engine of one 
train, the brake system of another, then drops 
to his knees for a panoramic angle of rail cars 
leaving the station with a city skyline back- 
drop. 

“This is a lot of action,” Van Dorpe shouts 
over trains. “It all adds up on YouTube.” 

Van Dorpe is one of many young train en- 
thusiasts reinventing the hobby of rail-watch- 
ing, a pastime once reserved for old-timers and 
eccentric transportation buffs. With the help 
of Internet tools including Facebook, YouTube 
and Flickr, crowds of teens and 20-somethings 
meet online and gather with lawn chairs at 


dusk at otherwise sleepy stations across the 
Chicago area. 

Young rail fans also collect video foot- 
age and still images that bring thousands of 
online views. Some of the images have been 
picked up by railroad lines and popular rail 
magazines, which pay hundreds of dollars for 
unique shots. Other rail-watchers are making 
hundreds of dollars a month posting videos of 
trains on YouTube. 

“I know some of these kids are mak- 
ing more money than I do,” chuckled Steve 
Barry, editor of Railfan & Railroad maga- 
zine, a New Jersey-based publication with 
18,000 subscribers. 

In acknowledgment of the younger audi- 
ence, the magazine is launching a new app next 
month that will allow train-watchers to pass 
along real-time information about trains trav- 
eling the country. 

“It’s always good to have young kids come 
into the hobby,” Barry said. 

Chase Gunnoe, 19, of Charleston, W.Va., 
helps run the railpictures.net website where 
train enthusiasts view and post footage. He 


attributes the hobby’s appeal to his generation 
to the immediacy and exposure the technology 
allows. 

“The young people are getting into the pho- 
tography and video aspect because it’s instant 
feedback on what they’re doing,” Gunnoe said. 

The potential for a financial payoff isn’t bad, 
either. 

Drayton Blackgrove, of Jackson, Mich., 
travels to Chicago three times each year to 
collect footage of trains for a YouTube site he 
created in 2011. As of this week, he had 10,000 
subscribers on his YouTube channel and 6.5 
million views—which amounts to a $75 to 
$100 daily payout through advertising, he said. 

“T'll be able to pay my way through college 
in today’s crazy world ... and it’s all just a hobby 
that took me where I am today,” he said. 

Stephen Schmidt, an 18-year-old from Wood 
Dale, has made new friends pursuing the hobby. 
He heads out several times each week with his 
video camera to capture footage of interesting- 
looking trains. He learns about noteworthy in- 
coming trains through Facebook groups where 
people he’s never met post updates about cars

that have passed through their towns. 

Sometimes, Facebook friends meet at the 
same station where they bring food to grill and 
sleeping bags for overnight viewing and photo- 
taking parties. 

“It really makes great friendships,” Schmidt 
said. “There are a lot more younger people 
than you would think that are into it.” 

It’s a trend you don’t have to explain to Van 
Dorpe. The young railfan became interested in 
trains after his parents took him to the Illinois 
Railway Museum in Union when he was a tod- 
dler. A decade later, he discovered train videos 
online and began shooting his own with a cell- 
phone camera. 

Today, he uses an upgraded camera to cap- 
ture a mix of video clips at Ogilvie, which he'll 
later edit into one cohesive video. Hard at 
work on a recent afternoon, he answers a call 
on his cellphone—a Facebook friend he’s nev- 
er met in person just arrived at Union Station 
and wants to meet up. 

“Hold on, dude,” Van Dorpe tells the caller. 
“This was a unique angle; I’ve never done that 
before.”

The problem with 


suicide hotlines 


The suicide of Robin 
Williams is one of 
those permeating 
cultural events that’s 
more than just the 
loss of a performer 
who meant so many 
things to so many 
generations. The 
nostalgic older folks 
remember his “nanu 
nanus,” the Gen X’ers 
“O! Captain,” Millen- 
nials his fire boobs. 
But Williams’ passing 
isn’t just a feelings bomb — it’s another forum 
to discuss the perils of mental illness. 

Every time a celebrity dies, there’s a broad 
spectrum of response. There are the bitter 
survivors (“My dad died and no one cared, 
why should I care about this dude?”), the 
over-compensators (“Blank meant absolutely 
everything to my life, and ’m DEVAS- 
TATED #cryingforever”), the observant 
genuflectors (“YouTube link or obscure quote 
from one of their most under-loved perfor- 
mances”) and so on. The way we mourn runs 
parallel to the other ways we live and react: 
fluid or broken, bombastic or silent. There’s 
no right way to reflect. 

But when the cause of death is suicide, the 
chasm bursts and the response is something 
much harder to define and mitigate. Depres- 
sion is personal, an illness many of us have 
either experienced personally or witnessed 
first-hand. And there’s an inherent desire to 
say something relevant in its wake. 

With a highly publicized suicide, there 
comes the ripple effect “suicide hotline” 
posts. These posts, which usually encour- 
age anyone hurting to seek help, all are 
well-intentioned. They come from a very 


humanistic desire to help, even when you 
don’t know how. 

But I can’t help it. I hate seeing these 
posts. I hate seeing encouraging tweets about 
seeking help. I hate everything that purports 
to know what it’s like to be in the headspace 
of a suicidal person, even if the person post- 
ing it has been suicidal. 

My personal experience with depression 
is irrelevant to this beyond saying I never 
found positive persuasion effective or help- 
ful. I found it condescending, privileged and 
impersonal. Suicidal tendencies are incred- 
ibly personal, and any time I wavered on the 
brink, I retreated into a corner of the mind 
I call the Void. When you're in this state of 
mind, this totally blank and seemingly end- 
less hub of numb, it’s hard to process what is 
and isn’t genuine. If a person had recognized 
my condition and told me to call a hotline, 

I honestly believe I would have felt more 
inclined to end it all, to slip deeper into the 
Void, just to spite their clearer head. 

The point I’m trying to make is that en- 
couragement also can be a trigger to a darker 
place, and it’s important to tread lightly. For 
me, comfort doesn’t come from another 
person’s empty pleas to seek help (empty or 
not, that’s how I personally process them). 
My comfort comes from art, music, simple 
gestures like favoriting something I write or 
complimenting my shoes — the little things 
that chisel at the grub. 

Instead of filling the world with fraudulent 
posterity, let’s fill it with pieces of ourselves 
that can mean something to others. If you 
think your friend is suicidal, instead of tex- 
ting them a hotline number, send them a clip 
of Robin Williams doing impressions.

Militarized police cause concerns 


Flow of weapons has left 
local law enforcement 
groups heavily armed

The images last week of standoffs in Fer- 
guson, Mo., look like something out of a 
wart zone, with police officers using Hum- 
vees, tear gas and M4 rifles against protests 
sparked by the shooting of an unarmed teen 
in the St. Louis suburb. 

The scenes underscore what some say is 
the militarization of police forces around the 
country, including Chicago and Cook Coun- 
ty. Since the mid-1990s, a Department of 
Defense program has been funneling billions 
of dollars worth of military-grade equipment 
not being used in combat to city and state 
law enforcement agencies. 

Chicago Police Department officials de- 
clined to comment on the exact amount of 
military vehicles and gear the department 
has, but spokesman Martin Maloney said in 
a statement that the CPD uses certain mili- 
tary-style vehicles—including a Mine-Resis- 
tant Ambush Protected armored vehicle, or 
MRAP — for specific purposes. 

“An MRAP is only used in extreme cir- 
cumstances, such as the standoff on Lake 
Shore Drive this spring,” he said, speaking 
of the nearly nine-hour incident in March 


on Lake Shore Drive between murder aus- 
pect Joseph Andrew Felten Jr, and a S34AT 
team, “while helicopters are used prumarily 
for visual surveillance, such [a5] monitoring 
a suspect fleeing police.” 

The American Civil Liberties Union ane 
other groups have criticized. the program for 
putting weapons meant for war zones in the 
hands of law enforcement afiicers who have 
not been trained to use them, let dlane adapt 
them for day-to-day domestic use. 

“The army is not the same thing as the ke 
cal police force. Their responsibil ties are noc 
the same, the threat of risk they have is nor 
the same, so the notion that [they] are treat 
ing this equipment as easily transferable is 
really troubling,” said Ed ‘Yishnka, the direc- 
tor of public policy and camimunications for 
the ACLU of Illinois. 

The Chicago Police Digpartrnment is just 
one of the local agencies using military-uracle 
equipment to fight crime, The Cook County 
Sheriff’s Office has received ballistic armar 
and helmets, military rifles and a small ar 
mored vehicle to be used during hnstzge situ 
ations or when officers fate anactive shiwanecs, 
according to sheriff's officials, wha declined 
to answer questions about the armount ef 
gear provided by the federal government, 
citing security concerns.

The credit card Chris 
Mezyk received before 
college was meant to 
pay for food and getting 
around. But it didn’t 
stop there. 

“It quickly turned into the bar tab card, 
which turned into the ‘I’ve got to find a way 
to get to work and I can’t pay for it’ card,” said 
Mezyk, 26, of Jefferson Park. 

Mezyk ended up owing nearly $10,000 on 
the card, and he said he couldn’t afford the 
payments. He started ignoring calls from the 
credit card company and then from a collec- 
tions agency. Then the collections agency 
started calling around. 

“Finally they ended up calling one of my 
friends,” Mezyk said. “I never in a million 
years thought they'd be able to find their 
phone number.” 

The debt was almost too big to even think 
about, he said. “I see numbers, I freak out,” he 
said. “I can’t really do this right now.” 

He ended up striking a deal: The agency 
will consider his debt settled if he pays half of 
his balance by November. 

But the damage to his credit likely has been 
done already, and recently, he got a letter let- 
ting him know his student loans are about to 
default. 

“I’ve kind of been getting hit by a lot of fi- 
nancial stuff lately,” he said. 

Mezyk is far from alone. Of Chicago-area 
residents with a credit file—the history that 
accumulates with loans, credit cards and 
utility bills—34.7 percent have a debt in col- 
lections that’s not tied to a home mortgage, 
according to a recent report from economics 
think tank the Urban Institute. That’s in line 
with the national average of 35 percent, a fig- 
ure the Institute report calls “alarming.” 

“It is a stunning number that one in three 
Americans have a debt in collections on their 
credit file,” said Caroline Ratcliffe, a senior 
fellow at the Urban Institute and co-author of 
the report. “It is pervasive in threads all across 
communities.” 

Debts are considered “past due” when a

payment is between 30 and 180 days late. Af- 
ter that, unpaid debt generally is reported as 
being in collections. That can spell financial 
doom for the borrower. 

“The important piece here is that delin- 
quent debt can harm consumers,” Ratcliffe 
said. “It can lower credit scores, which can 
restrict access to credit, increase the cost of 
credit ... [it] could affect employers’ hiring de- 
cisions and even whether you get that apart- 
ment.” 

That’s what happened to Gabrielle Bondi, 
25, when she and her parents were looking 
for a new place to live and one delinquent 
$40,000 student loan she took out in 2007 
came back to bite her. 

“Everyone asks for credit applications and

stuff like that when you apply to rent some- 
where, and because I’m an adult, I have to 
also apply with [my parents],” said Bondi, 
who lives with her parents in Dunning on 
Chicago’s Northwest Side. “It pretty much 
kills all our chances because my credit score 
is so bad.” 

A debt in collections can remain on a bor- 
rower’s credit file—the report that financial 
institutions, employers and landlords use to 
determine your creditworthiness—for up to 
seven years, according to Ratcliffe. 


“People may not know they have this debt 
in collections on their credit file,” Ratcliffe 
said. “It’s important that people get their free 
credit report and see their credit file to see 
what’s there.” 

Ratcliffe declined to draw any conclusions 
about why delinquent debt is so high, but she 
did mention that student debt in particular is 
the only kind of consumer debt that actually 
has increased since the Great Recession. 

“Since the Great Recession, you see that 
people have been paying down their debt. 


Credit card debt, vehicle loans, you see a 
decline,” she said. “Most kinds of debt goes 
down, except student debt. That goes up.” 

Ratcliffe also was quick to mention that 
debt can be used in a positive way, as “personal 
infrastructure.” 

“Debt isn’t necessarily bad. There’s pro- 
ductive debt: buying a home, starting a small 
business, investing in education,” she said. 
“There are upsides to debt, but there can also 
be downsides.” 

Bondi said she has not made any payments 
at all toward her delinquent loan, not even af- 
ter she got a letter notifying her the debt was 
in collections. Her grandmother and uncles 
have gotten calls from agencies trying to 
reach her and collect the debt. Like Mezyk, 
Bondi said her debt is too overwhelming to 
even really think about. 

“T feel like a lot of people might think that 
I’m just being selfish,” she said. “In some 
sense, they’re right, but I have paid my oth- 
er loans back or {am} in the process of it. ... 
There were just some things that were done 
to people who don’t know better, and you 
have to have sympathy for those situations.” 

The ordeal has made her much more aware 
of her finances, she said. 

“Tt was a big money lesson. I went from [be- 
ing] 18, not knowing anything, and now un- 
derstanding what it means to take out a loan

You can pull three reports per 
year for free—one for each credit bu- 
reau—at annualcreditreport.com. Not 
only will checking your report paint a 
picture of your financial health, it could 
help alert you to identity theft issues 
and incorrectly reported penalties. 

If you spot something inaccurate, 
you must alert the credit bureau in 
writing of your suspicions. A sample 
letter with which to do so is available at 
consumer.ftc.gov. Good luck! mc.

Even Bears legend Dan 
Hampton is all about 
offense this season

One of the most feared defensive players in 
Bears history doesn’t think teams respected 
the team’s defense last season, and that both- 
ered him. 

“If ’'m on a golf team and you've got some 
guy that’s a 12-handicap hack, you’re saying to 
yourself, ‘I don’t respect their team,’ ” Hall of 
Famer Dan Hampton said. “When the Green 
Bay Packers lined up and we had Shea Mc- 
Clellin at defensive end and Chris Conte at 
strong safety, how could we expect them to 
respect us?” 

The man they call “Danimal” expects that 
to change this year. 

“Finally, [general manager Phil Emery] has 
decided, ‘Hey, defensive line is not only im- 
portant but it’s the basis of what we have to 
build our team around,’ ” he said. 

Hampton spent Sunday mingling with fans 
at the Air and Water Show in the Prilosec 
OTC ZERO Burn Zone tent. He'll forever 
be remembered as one of the stars of the 1985 
Bears, who remain one of the city’s most cele- 
brated sports teams nearly 30 years after win- 
ning the only Super Bowl in franchise history. 

So does he ever get sick of talking about it? 

“No,” he said, flatly. “The guys, we’re flat- 
tered to be a part of it, we’re flattered that 
the folks of Chicago still like to bring it up.” 


Ask Bears legend Dan Hampton about 
the upcoming NFL season and you'll 
watch a gigantic grown man turn into a 
child on Christmas Eve before your eyes. 

“?ve gotta tell you, | haven't been this 
excited in quite awhile,” the Hall of Fame 
defensive lineman said. 

Hampton spoke with RedEye about 
who needs to step up if the team is to 
live up to expectations.

He does see some of his Bears past in the 
NFL present—in Cleveland. Jim McMahon, 
the quarterback for those great Bears teams 
of the 80s, made a name for himself as a hard- 
partying, say-anything rebel. 

Sound familiar? 

“{Cleveland quarterback Johnny Manziel], 
he’s more reckless than McMahon,” Hamp-

ton said, referring to the chances Manziel 
takes on the field. “They both like to be the 
ringleader, the star of the show. ... But McMa- 
hon didn’t win the Heisman; Manziel did and 
that’s pretty impressive.” 

These days, Hampton is content to stick to 


his role as a TV and radio commentator for 
NBC-s and WGN Radio. While he made his 


bones on the defensive side of the ball, it’s the 
team’s high-powered offense that has Hamp- 
ton most excited about the season. 

“I like defense as much as anybody, but at 
some point you've gotta say it’s fun to go to a 
firefight with an AR-17,” he said. “We can light 
it up. We’re not just a pop gun anymore.”

Sept. 12 

How much: $65 general admission; $100 VIP tickets (includes a whole pig roast and more) 

This 8th annual fundraiser for the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation returns to Carmichael’s in the 
West Loop with a lineup of special one-off beers, live music, raffles and food. Beers will include 
a collaboration between Three Aces chef Matt Troost and Sawyer, Mich.-based Greenbush 
Brewing Co., paired with a Three Aces dish. Attendees can also try a food-beer collaboration 
from Begyle Brewing Co. and River North restaurant Bottlefork, as well as early tastes of cider 
from new Chicago cider maker Right Bee Cider. Additional participating breweries— most of 
them local—include 5 Rabbit (brewing a special one-off for the event), Ale Syndicate, Forbid- 
den Root, Goose Island, Lagunitas, Revolution, Rock Bottom, Temperance, Marz Brewing and 
more.

This year also marks the debut of 
BarricAle, a project that challenged brewers to 
use Wild Turkey bourbon barrels—delivered 
to them in January—to age beers for FOBAB 
presentation. Though a list of participating 
brewers won't be released until the end of the 
month, if you’re a hardcore barrel-aged beer 
drinker, this is probably worth your dollars.

Sean Bean in ‘Legends’ 


sean Bean's character 
is going to live—for now

Sean Bean has unwittingly carved out a broad 
place for himself in Hollywood. He’s wanted 
dead and alive. 

Bean’s intense glare currently can been seen 
on billboards and building wraps promot- 
ing “Legends,” in which he plays undercover 
FBI agent Martin Odum, who is thrown 
into a baffling mystery about his true iden- 
tity. Is he really who he thinks he is? Odum 
can transform into a “legend,” the FBI term 
for a completely different character created 
for each job. But combining his professional 
duties with his real-life roles—including as 
a divorced dad with a loving son—pose true 
confusion and problems. 

The TNT drama, which premiered 
Wednesday, provides the 55-year-old British 
actor with a high-octane playground to show 
off his gritty toughness and stately authority, 
which have been a touchstone in projects in- 
cluding Shakespearean dramas, “The Lord of 
the Rings” trilogy and James Bond films. Dur- 
ing his career, he’s proved to be equally adept 
at playing good guys and villains. 

Tackling a character who is actually playing 
another character posed a thrilling challenge. 

“I’m looking forward to seeing how it turns 


out,” Bean said. “It offered an opportunity to 
play as many as three characters in one day.” 

But Bean is acutely aware that he’s bring- 
ing more than a little baggage to “Legends.” 
The series arrives about three years after his 
beloved character Lord Eddard Stark was 
ceremoniously beheaded in the first season of 
HBO’s “Game of Thrones,” a demise that still 
is being mourned by legions of fans. Although 
readers of the George R.R. Martin novels 
that form the basis of the series knew that the 
stoic and dignified Stark was doomed, scores 
of viewers were still shocked because Bean 
had the lead role and, along with co-star Peter 
Dinklage, was the most well-known perform- 
er in the ensemble. 

Insightful fans realized that with the death 
of Stark, Bean had died more than 20 times 
on-screen, often horribly. One particularly in- 
trepid fan even put together a “death reel” of 
Bean’s grand finales. 

“Legends” also marks a milestone for Bean: 
his first lead in an American-made TV series. 

“I feel good about my body of work,” he 
said. “I never imagined that I would have 
these kinds of opportunities. I’ve just always 
tried to be diverse and consistent with chal- 
lenging roles. It’s been great so far.”
